WASHINGTON, Feb. 24.—A pos- 
tal pay and rate increase bill in 
substanitally the form as that 
passed by the House was agreed’ 
to today by conferees on the Senate 
and House measures. 

The only important modification 
in the House measure was made in 
second-class rates, the conferees 
accepting some of the lower rates 
in this class carriqd in the Senate 
bill. 

In ,the form agreed to by the 
conferees, the bill would increase 
postal salaries as of Jan. 1 this 
vear, and the rate increases would 
become effective next April 15. 

Rates as Agreed Upon. 

Representative Kelly (Rep.;, 
Pennsylvania, said the bill as 
agreed to would waise $60,000,004, 
or $2,000,000 less than the origin»! 
bill. He plans to call it up tomor- 
row in the House. 

The second-class rates, which 
have formed the center of contro- 
versy on the measure, as now pro- 
vided, would be, for advertising 
matter 2 cents a pound for the firrt 
and second zones, 3 cents a pound 
for the third zone, 6 cents a pound 
for the fourth, fifth and sixth zones, 
and 9 cents a pound for the sev- 
enth and eighth zones. 

The differential would be main- 
tained, however, for religious, edu- 
cational and philanthropic publi- 
cations, which would be charged 
at 1% cents a pound. The rate cn 
second-class matter would be 1'% 
cents a pound. The 2-ceng service 
charge on parcel post packages is 
provided by the compromise bill, 
as well as a new “special handling” 
service for parcel post to be 
charged 25 cents a package.
